Instruction on the consequences 
of mixing alcohol or drugs and 
driving will be expanded from one 
to two hours. “By including more 
information about the dangers 
and penalties associated with im- 
paired or intoxicated driving, 
defensive driving tips and rules of 
the road, we can help prevent 
highway tragedies,” the Commis- 
sioner said. 

In addition to more information 
on alcohol, drugs and driving, the 
expanded course will feature more 
information on the use of safety 
belts, defensive driving techni-
